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Something Happening to Auto Insurance 


Contrary to the first impression, there is 
more to that safe-driver rating plan which 
Ohioans have been told about than a way to 
rew ard safety. 
The National Bureau of Casualty Under­ 
writers and National Automobile Underwrit­ 
ers Assn., which are “field testing” the ra t­ 
ing plan and new low-cost policy to go with 
it in Ohio and seven other states, calls the 
combination the answer to the problem of 
the “ average motorist who comprises 
the 
greater part of the mass m arket for auto­ 
mobile insurance.” 
The big idea afoot in the eight states is 
to minimize the rate-boosting risks of insur­ 
ance companies by streamlining the coverage 
they offer, thereby cutting their prem ium s 
and making up the difference in money by 
reaching the “ mass m arket.” 
Some of the features of the streamlined 
coverage will be attractive to auto owners— 
certainly the safe-driver rating plan for own- 
ers who are safe drivers. But coverage will 
not be as liberal in some applications as it 
has been in the past. There are some sur­ 


prises in store. 
The streamlining will make it tough for 
the high-risk insurance customer. One way 
to do this, of course, is to rew ard the low- 
risk customer. By giving him an incentive 
to qualify as a safe driver and to stay safe— 
and to give every driving m em ber of a fam. 
ily the incentive to be safe—m erit-rating tab­ 
les have been devised that will give the in­ 
surance companies the benefit of the doubt 
for a chance. 
What i» happening to auto insurance hap­ 
pened to the neighborhood grocery store that 
was replaced by the superm arket, with its 
stream lined methods of moving foodstuffs at 
lower costs. Many people still prefer 
the 
neighborhood type because it is more per­ 
sonalized, more tolerant of the custom er’s 
foibles and more patient about an occasional 
bad check. But all this helped to run up the 
overhead, and that’s why neighborhood groc­ 
ers are scarcer than they used to be. 
The m ass m arket for groceries went where 
the price was lowest, and that’s the trend 
in auto insurance. 


Parallel of the Pipers 


The public re fla tio n s of the lucrative link 
between disk jockeys and payola bring to 
mind the ancient legend of the Pied Piper 
of Hamelin. 
The essential elements are the sam e in 
the old and new versions of the story:m oney, 
music and youngsters. But the modern epi­ 
sode does present some variation^ on the 
original theme. 
The 13th Century piper led the children 
astray because he did not get the money he 
had been promised. The 20th Century pipers 
played their tricks because they got their 
share of the payola system ’s loot. 
The parents of Hamelin wrung their hands 
in powerless grief as they watched their chil­ 
dren head for the mountain, but they knew 
they were to blame because they had rigged 
things to cheat the piper. 
The parents of today’s teen-agers, too, hav« 
wrung their hands in powerless dismay. They 
could not help suspecting something about 
the setup was rigged, because the attraction 
was not music—it was rock *n’ roll. 
Which brings up a third variation The an­ 
cient piper’s pulling power was the irresisti­ 
ble beauty of his melodies. ’Hie modern pip­ 


ers’ pulling power was a deceitful play upon 
the natural tendency of youth to “follow the 
gang.” The disk jockeys knew that if they 
created the illusion among youngsters that 
“ everybody else” was going big for certain 
records, “everybody else” would go out and 
buy them, which in turn created more payola 
possibilities. 
Where do the rats fit in? They were the 
cause of the Hamelin whole situation. 
In Hamelin they had so multiplied they 
were about to take the town over In mod­ 
ern America, there was a multiplication of 
record companies and other sources that want 
ed to foist their brands of noise upon the 
public. Using payola, they multiplied their 
successes until they practically took over the 
music recording business. 
The final parallel between the two stories 
m ust be that both offer moral comments on 
human frailties that have been evident since 
the dawn of time. 
If there is consolation to be had in the 
parallel, it is that the legend of the Pied 
Piper of Hamelin will rem ain with us as a 
charm ing toiry tale, while the payola pipers 
pass Into oblivion.

To Each According to His Means 


Chances are 100-to-l that tuition has gone 
up sharply at the college you attended, if you 
went to a private school. 


But if you went to a public college—sup­ 
ported by taxpayers, that is—chances are 
as long the other way that tuition hasn't gone 
up at all. Costs have gone up; no doubt 
about that 
Get policy-makers for tax*sup* 
ported colleges and universities do not be­ 
lieve in passing costs along to students. They 
prefer to pass than along to taxpayers 
This issue was nailed down by the chan­ 
cellor of the University of Chicago, Lawrence 
Kimpton, in a speech to the 73rd annual 
convention of the American Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and State Universities 
last Wednesday. 
He told the representatives of the tax- 
supported schools they should have the cour­ 
age to raise their tuition rates in ratio to 
the increases that vohinary school are are 
being forced to make. Instead of charging 
rominal sums and lotting taxpayers dig up 


the rest, public institutions should make each 
student pay what he is able to pay, he 
recommended 
The recommendation was given a cold 
shoulder by the delegates- For one thing, 
they wondered how it would be determined 
how much a student is able to pay toward the 
cost oi his education in a tax-supported school 
The answer to that problem, fortunately, is 
in the book. Any student who applies for 
financial aid in a private school may be 
asked to reveal his ability to help himself. 
The aid he is given will be determined by 
many institutions on a basis of questionnaires 
to reveal the financial means of students. 
Once these have been filed, moreover, other 
schools have access to them. 
The sam e questionnaires applied to stu­ 
dents who enroll in tax-supported schools 
would m ake it look a little silly for the chil­ 
dren of millionaires to be getting their co- 
lege educations at the expense of taxpayers 
in general, some of them to poor to send 
their own children to college.

The sad truth, on the other hand, 
is that labor unions, which can do 
more things that are damaging to 
the American economy than those 
of which the steel men now are 
accu sed , cannot be prosecuted for 
Congress has refused to pass any 
laws to forbid conspiracies in re­ 
straint of 
trade among l a b o r 
unions. 
Employers in a single industry 
cannot get together to fix prices or 
to agree with one another not to 
buy cheaply produced foreign steel 
products but a labor union can shut 
up all the plants in the same indus­ 
try and demand a uniform wage. 
This, of course, 
means a 
fixed 
labor cost throughout the industry, 
which in turn affects the price. 
Why doesn’t Congress pass such 
an 
antimonopoly 
law 
to 
cover 
unions, too? Because, in addition 
to their monopoly power in an in­ 
dustry, most of the big unions are 
banded together in a huge effort 
to try to “rig” Congress. This isn’t 
unlawful either.

WASHINGTON 'A P i-T h e world 
which President Eisenhower's suc­ 
cessor faces in 1961—unless there 
are bitter changes before th e n - 
wili be different from the one 
Eisenhower had to deal with when 
he took office in 1953.

require 
different 
American m easures, to some de­ 
gree and perhaps to a great de­ 
gree, in coping with the world 
ahead if only because nations, like 
anim als, are in an evolutionary 
process. 
American foreign policy now is 
what it has been pretty much back 
into the 1940s when the cold war 
began: To maintain alliances and 
heavy arm am ent to prevent Com­ 
m unist expansion; give American 
m ilitary help and economic aid to 
allied and friendly nations, and 
particularly economic aid to the 
backward ones. 
Eisenhower, like President Tru­ 
m an before him, has followed this 
policy. As Eisenhower begins his 
farewell tour next month to II 
countries, it is doubtful be will 
propose any changes. 
It i* too soon in the presidential 
campaign to tell whether any of 


the would-be candidates who want 
his job have any ideas different 
from Eisenhower’s. So far they 
have offered nothing basically dif­ 
ferent. 
Still, the world is not the same 
as in 1953 and it will be even 
more 
different 
10 
years 
from 
now. 
When 
Eisenhower 
moved 
into 
the 
White 
House 
almost 
seven 
years ago there was a war in 
Korea; Red China was just be­ 
ginning to be a world power and 
feel its oats; Western Europe was 
just getting on its econorrrc feet, 
with American help. There was 
no revolt in the Soviet satellites. 
The United States was still far 
ahead of the Soviet Union in arm a­ 
ments, since it wasn’t until the 
sum m er of 1953 that the Soviets 
produced 
their 
hydrogen 
bomb. 
The Soviet Union itself was com­ 
pletely hostile and erratically dan­ 
gerous. 
But now the Korean war is over; 
Red China slowly is becoming a 
giant; Western Europe is highly 
prosperous and able to join this 
country in helping backward coun* 


PERHAPS WE ARE. Perhaps the politi- 
cians could save us. 
But take it from old-timers who have been 
row eltd and slashed by this kind of spurring 
in other campaigns that redemption and sal­ 
vation are a long time on the way. 
Here it is. halfway through the 20th century 
with nearly a decade to spare and w e're 
still in need of help, according to the poli­ 
ticians. The latest “ moral crusade” was in 
1952. with a repeat-by-request perform ance in 
1956 
Teddy Roosevelt redeemed us. Woodrow 
Wilson was supposed to have done some­ 
thing to our 
moral 
fiber. 
When 
he 
was 
through, W arren H a r d i n g restored us to 
' ‘norm alcy.” 
We were saved from fear, itself, by Frank!m 
Roosevelt. H arry Truman saved us from the 
black-heartedness of the 81st Congress, he 
said. Only William Howard Taft and Calvin 
Coolidge, it is our impression, thought we 
were all right the way we were. 
Undoubtedly we need a lot of uplifting be­ 
fore we can meet the standards of the people 
who m ake carrers of saving the body politic 
the proverbial state that is far worse than 
death. It’s a question, first, of whether their 
standards are honest and, second, whether 
our condition is as bad as they say it is 
when they appearl to us for votes to save 
the republic from ruin. 
Voters with the scar tissue of healed-over 
spur wounds on their backs are inclined to 
answer No. 
The prospect of having some of the old 
wounds reopened by disputing factions of poli­ 
ticians and pressure blocs in 1960 is not a 
happy one. It may be the price of the two- 
party system, but it’s high.

In th^ end the one who wins 
this one will probably dominate 
the earth for a long time to come, 
with communism either waning in 
its power and influence or 
the 
West sliding into a long and fatal 
decline. 
Such a clear victory or defeat 
for one side or the other is not 
likely in the next 10 years, but 
the man who succeeds Eisenhow­ 
er must, as the dram a unfolds, 
find ways of preventing a Com­ 
m unist victory. 
It i> possible, too, as the West 
and East struggle, even though 
peacefully, that the Soviet Union 
may move more to the right, the 
United States more to the left.

THE METHOD is to pour mil- 
lions of dollars of campaign con­ 
tributions into the election funds of 
senators and representatives who 
do the bidding of the unions.

Jam es R. Hoffa, the czar of 
the Team sters’ Union, has brazen­ 
ly announced that a big fund is be­ 
ing collected to help defeat all those 
senators and representatives who 
recently voted to enact th new 
labor reform law, which is aimed 
at racketeers. 
What are the steel manufacturing 
and fabricating companies suppos­ 
ed to have done to bring down the 
official w rath of the Department of 
Justice? 
They are charged with having 
conspired to control the m arket in 
seven states for “reinforcing bars” 
used to 
strengthen 
concrete 
in 
heavy construction. The complaint 
by the government says that, in col­ 
lusion with the steel companies, the 
m akers of the bars allocated the 
fabrication jobs among themselves, 


IF THE PRINCIPLE of anti-mo- 
nopoly laws is valid in the case of 
the employers, it is sound also in 
the case of the unions. 
The unions, of course, label any 
such proposal as “ union breaking." 
Certainly it means breaking up 
monopolies in labor but there is no 
more logic in the argum ent against 
it than to say that the anti-trust 
laws break up an individual com­ 
pany’s right to do business as a 
separate company. 
The basic point is collusion and 
conspiracy. Workers have the righ' 
to join a union in their own plant 
and to strike if they cannot agree 
with the employer through collec­ 
tive bargaining but have they a 
right to monopolize an entire in­ 
dustry and, by collusion with all 
the local unions throughout the 
country, conspire to bring on an 
industrywide strike? 
This is the real issue that the 
Congress will have to face at its 
next session and it m ay also be one 
of the most im portant controver­ 
sies in the 1960 congressional cam­ 
paign. 
Already the leaders of the big 
steel unions are threatening an­ 
other nationwide strike at the end 
of th 80-day injunction recently in­ 
voked under the Taft-Hartley Act. 
They 
have 
arrogantly 
served 
warning on the government of the 
United States that it had better got 
all the steel it needs for defence 
right away because a continuation 
of the strike is contemplated by the 
union. 
It is strange to see a body of 
Americans warning their own gov 
ernment that the interests of a 
labor union would supersede the 
interests of the whole country m 
the event that the employers do not 
surrender before the 80 days ex- 
pire. 
But, unless anti-monopoly rules 
are applied to labor unions under 
federal law, th ere is a chance that 
another economic debacle such as 
the country has just witnessed w SI 
ensue in the winter months of 1960. 
How cocky can any economic 
group get? As cocky as the indif­ 
ferent voters of the United States 
will let such a bloc grow, a- o : e 
of the mem bers of that grot;* braz­ 
enly try to buy the votes of a ma­ 
jority in the Congress of the United 
States.

replied he liked U.S. movies and 
more quickly walked away, his 
beatnik-type trenchcoat waving be­ 
hind him.

U.S.S.R. Representing the Russian* 
was Zhukov. As he signed, he de-j 
manded a pledge that “ neither side 
would attempt to interfere in the 
affairs of the other.” 


This is what Moscow's exchange 
chief asked of the United States. 
Vet at the very moment Zhukov 
was negotiating with the American 
ambassador to the Soviet Union, a 
representative of the Soviet Com­ 
munist party was organizing action 
cadres in the United States. 


THE COMMUNIST agent is the 
thin, graying Irving Potash. He is 
a Soviet operative with experience 
in the old Fur and Leather Work­ 
er* Union — and later in Warsaw 
Moscow and Peiping. 
Potash accepted voluntary depor­ 
tation several years ago. He slip­ 
ped back into the United States on 
orders from the International Com­ 
munist movement. He was arrest-1 
ed. convicted and served a term in 
Atlanta. 
Then the Immigration Service 
tried to deport him. This was balk­ 
ed by the Soviets. No Iron Curtain 
country was permitted to accept 
h im. 
This, of course, meant that Pot­ 
ash was free to stay and operate in 
the 
United States.

clever 
people, the Soviets. In November; 
1958, he secretly became labor sec­ 
retary of the American Communist 
party. 
This last Nov. 4 to Nov. 9, there 
was a secret session of the Ameri-i 
can Communist’s National Execu-i 
tive Committee.

out the party line. Those Commun­ 
ist party members who are also 
trade unionists are not sufficiently 
acquainted with union leaders who 
have well advanced ideas. 
“ The party members are, there­ 
fore. not in a position to influence, 
guide and direct these people along 
the lines specifically desired by the 
Communist party.”
